The plan prov ides for a Germany , shorn of territories, wealth 
and power. 
The nation that once aspired the 
world domin ion is 
to be limited to farming and "peaceful, 
domestic in du stries."

it is to be subjected to y ears of Allied con trol until it earn s its way 
into the family of sov ereign nations. 
The plan prov ides also for a reshaped Poland, 
au gmen ted by 
huge slices of Germany and stretching westward to within 50 miles 
of Berlin, and for the addition to Russia 
of on e-third of the terri­ 
tory of German East Prussia. 
It leav es most other decisions, howev er, to fu tu re )*ace settle­ 
ments. And for these the Big Three agreed on a 
fiv e-power cou n cil, 
including China and France in 
addition 
to

States,

Diet an d Health 


Care nf Chrome Invalids 


By Hi RM AN N BINDF.SFN. M D 


THE 
problem of caring for 
patients who are chronically 
ill, 
that is, who are su ffering from a 
prolonged illness, is directly asso­ 
ciated with the problem of caring 
for older people, becau se so-called 
chronic inv alidism in eight ou t of 
f«*n persons occu r» in people after 
the age of thirty fiv e. It occu rs in 
only one ou t of ev ery twenty be­ 
fore the age of fou rteen. 
It has been noted that we 
are 
rapidly 
becoming a 
nation 
of 
elders. That is, there are far more 
older people in the popu lation than 
there were in former years. 
In 
1900 abou t 17 per cent, of the total 
popu lation of the United States 
were forty-fiv e years old or more, 
while in 19 40, 2f» Va per cent, ex­ 
ceeded forty fiv e years of age. 


Adju stment to Age 
According to Doctor Herman L. 
Kretschmer, 
President 
of 
the 
American Medical Association, the 
physician has an important part 
in adju sting the Hging people to 
their changing abilitb-s. 
He is 
called on to trent larger nu mbers 
of patient» who are su ffering from 
disorders of the adv anced yenrs of 
life. 
The first consideration in regard 
to the problem of these chronically 
ill persons is the establishment 
of 
methods foi 
the prev ention 
of 
-hi'onic ailments. This shou ld be­ 
gin early in life with proper 
personal kygiene, right 
living and 
su itable diet. Too mu ch empha« is 
cannot he placed 
on the importance 
of a regu lar physical examination 
by the doctor at least once a year. 


This often brings to light infec­ 
tions in the teeth, tonsils, sinu ses 
and elsewhere in the body which 
may be factors in the produ ction 
of su ch disorders as arthritis or 
inflammation 
of the joints and 
high blood pressu re. The clearing 
u p of these infections may be an 
important factor in the prev ention 
of these disorders. 
Doctor Kretschmer also points 
ou t that the family has an impor­ 
tant place in taking care of the 
ehronicnlly 
ill patient. So often 
the patient’s inv alidism is created 
or made worse by the attitu de of 
his family and friends. In their 
sympathy for the patient, they 
ov erprotect and shelter him so that 
his spirit as well as his body is 
crippled, and he does not hav e the 
desire to be u p and abou t. 


Indu strial Wnrkera 
Those in indu stry also mu st 
hav e a 
part in this problem. 
Elderly workers mu st be giv en a 
job which fits their abilities. At 
the same time, it is important that 
they continu e to work so that they 
may be able to retain their self- 
resj» ect in the knowledge that they 
are produ cers.
